THE People of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate 
and dIssembly, do enact as follows: 

SscrioN 1. It shall be lawful for the secretary and treasurer of 
the state of Wisconsin, at any time hereafter, to assign and trawl-
fer all the interest of the state in and to any of the lands mortgag-
ed to the territory of Wisconsin, in pursuance of any law of the 
legislature of said territory to provide for the sale of lands granted 
by congress, "for the purpose of aiding in opening a canal to con-
nect the waters of lake Michigan with those of Rock river," to 
any person or persons applying for such assignment, upon the. 
payment to the treasurer of this state the full amount due upon any 
such mortgage, estimating the same as provided in the act to which 
this is supplemental. 

SEC. 2. Any person or persons to whom any such mortgage._ 
has been or may hereafter be assigned in pursuance of this act, or 
the act herein referred to, or any peflon who may have acquired a 
tax, sheriff's or chancery deed, and who, or whose assignors shall 
have actually paid, to ay officer authorized by the laws of the: 
territory or state of Wisconsin, to receive the same, the amount 
due upon any land thus mortgaged, his, her, or their heirs or as-
signs may proceed to foreclose the equity of redemption of the 
mortgagor, his, her, or their heirs or assigns, in and to the tract of 
land mentioned in any such mortgage, in the same manner and 
with like effect as in any.other case of mortgage ; and upon the 
hearing of the cause, it shall be the duty of the court to enter a. 

cree for the full amount paid by the complainant, upon such 
mortgage, tax, sherill's or chancery deed, including costs and sub-
sequent taxes and interest: Provided, that the amount claimed 
shall not be a lien upon the mortgaged premises as against bona 
fide purchases, unless the claimant shall within three months af-
ter the publication of this act, or within three months after acquir-
ing title as herein described, file for record a statement of the
